Our Indian Policy. 

EDIT0I13 Colonist & Curoniclk :— Aoiong 
other iiiatlera Bugscslod at tho publio moot- 
ing of agriuulturulistfl yesterday, it: was ra" 
commended tbat tbe Indians of Gowfcban 
should be deprived of their land, and that it 
should be sold OI given to white men. This 
meeting, it nould seem, has been goi up by 
some of Uovernor Kennedy's Iriendsj they pull 
the ropes — fur some particular purpoee— llie 
ublic will know what. But to the Indian 
lauds — white men are to have it; this is the 
old talu ol the avarice of tho white niau; that, 
pussessicg the power he will seize every- 
bing belonging to a weaker party, and so 
Halter himself and his conscience that ho is 
doing God and tbe Colony a scrvico. Out 
upon such hypocrisy— justice is justioo, and 
right ia right — the priaciplo malies no dilfor- 
ence betwoon races or colour. Tho landj 
question has been set aside for tho Indians — 
It ia thoir's ; ihey know it : and lliey will be 
as tmicli iccuuacd by tbo robbery as the man 
who boagta of a white skin, but cannot boast ol 
a very great sense of honor, hoiiosiy, or jiis- 
lice. If the Indians, then, should bo dopriv- 
I'd cl thoir posaesaioDs, a circumstance, Uo»v- 
Bvcr, which surely oui;ht nut to happen, is it 
not likely that thoy will do much the same as 
,tbeir honorablo white nntagooist — seek resti- 
tution and revenge ! It ia easy enough to 
lay take the land away — ia it so easy to see 
ibe result^ or to , remedy the result after it ha^ 
aappened?' The grasping avarice of the 
while man and the seizure of Indian lands 
bag been tbo cause of internal wars and 
itoubica in other countries, and mny per- 
chance be the same in this. Should isuch 
happen, where would be the ndvaiilayo of 

I ho supposed while sottlenieut upon this 

iveted hind ? wtiero would bo tlie advan- 
lage, either to those settlers or the Colony 1 
wiiLie would bo the jirolit to tho country? 
ivheru oui boasted honor and intuyrily ? 'I'lio 
The Homo Governmonl will not pay fur In- 
dian vara any longer, so there will ho tiu 
profit iu esciiiag them, and therefore it may 
be wise tu talk a little less glibly about 
morbid pbilantbropby and anoh eupbomiuuK 
sentences. It grieves mo to see Priests of the 
ino.st liii^h God attending political i ■eclings, 
and lollowing in tho wake uf this current ol 
dislioni'st ni.d di.shonorablu feeling ; their's i^ 
Uie duly of liacbing iho tiij;hc.>'t principles nl 
moral doctrine and the brulherhood ol man. 
il nothing elao. It is iruc tbat under a theo- 
cracy or ita equivalent priestootuoy, a lew 
years ago, lands wero takeu away Irom their 
rigbtlul owners and transferred to Ibe Jews. 

I I may be tbat the Priests nowna-daya con- 
sider tbe great Anglo Saxon race tbe chosen 
people, and tbey ought to do as tho " chosen 
people " dill heretofore. There seems to be 
littlo progressioii among tho priesthood, for 
even now it seems the lands ol ttio priesl- 
iio.id ought net to bo taxed, aud there- 
lore tbo tax upon lands is very wrong 
aud a vary abominable measure, savour- 
ing rtither of sin than obedience. Divine 
auihoriiy can be quoied to such a purpoco. 
Uni, i\]r I'jditor, deprive the Indioiis ol their 
bils of land, and what is to he dune with 
them? — what is to he done with ttiem in any 
case? they are neither cattle nor slaves, but 
men, and men probably as good as many ol 
itie progenitors of tho " honorable Anglo 
Suxon race." Tho anlipathics of race are 
well known, but it is belter to discourage 
than encourage those feelings, though per- 
baps thoy can never be eradicated. 1 pre- 
-ume to "chosen people" consider them 
Alunabitesor Egyptiana. Tho Indians have 
to livo-'-to live tbey mnal eat, such being a 
very unfortunate law ot,t)aluie; they caa do 
without clotbea and 'boaaesi' becibffiiB Gorilla!-, 
but the Ontillas, it Is said, feed. If they 
must eat, are they to provide themselves, or 
IS the state tc give them oat of tbe palilic 
granary ? Joseph bought the lands of the 
Kgypiians lor Pharaoh, but oven Pharaoh 
g,ive ihem coin in return, and- aficrwards 
supplied them with seed and land, upon pay. 
ing a renlal. The Governinont of Vancou.< 
ver Island had heller do tlio same thing, 
botli with white men und Indians. Oh ! 
they don't like lhal, eh ! Very well. If the 
Indians arc to provide themselves, they uiusi 
have land to do so. The aburigjnees have 
even now been deprived in some measnre ol 
ibeir usual sourie of supply, and as lime 
rolls on, and soltlements increases, they will 
become morn and more pinched, and have 
lu look to their own lands for provisinns. If 
ihey have no lands, are ihcy not likely to 
necome paupers ? for the white man will 
beat them in lubour. Homelliing inu'it be 
■illowed lot their natural habiis, for ibeir 
lusliiicls, which have not been cullivaled 
like ihose ol the "chosen " but avuriciom 
people. The Indian lands must be kept for 
ihe Indians, aud lbs Government should, by 
every means in its power, induce them to 
cullivalB tbeir palchcs. Let tho sehool- 
niaster be sent among them, not alone to 
each them letters, but to show thrm what 
may be done wiih a lilllu trouble and e.\- 
Mriion fur their comfort and good — loicb 
them budding, gralling, tho cultivation cl' 
luoH, IruiM, aud other things, in fact make 

1 heir education a pruulicui one fur their 
own benefit dad aapport. Snob a sysiern 
would improve them and leaob tbem to ro- 
-pecl thenisulves ; and thus Iho Aoglo Sexon 
would in .''unio measure atone for bis past 
iiei;l ct, by endeavoring to spread civilization 
■iinung all people — for what else ia il thai

About twenty miles from London is tho 
Welwyn tunnel, In-thiBjoeDtre ol which, at 
half- past twelve on Sunday mornio!;, ihe 
engine of a goods train bound lor Hiicliin 
broke down, bringing the train to a staiuU 
still. I'o what tho break-down ol tho engine 
is to be iiUributed niattor.9 very little. ft is 
clear that in such an emergency il was the 
(July of theguard Ray, wbo was in tho brake 
in the rear of tho train, to hurry back out of 
•'iQ tunnel and give tho sUjpphig signal. 
L''or some reason or other, which, as liiy 
mot his death in the first collision that fol- 
lowed bis neglect, we shall probably never 
be able to discover, be did not discharge 
this obvious duty. Tba oonsequenoa was, 
the down Midland goods train, wbioh was 
following the ono that had stopped iu llio 
tunnel, and which had nieeived no danger 
signal ou tho London side, ran into it with so 
violent a shock that ttio Midland engine und 
goods train was thrown over on to the up 
line, ono track being piled upon tho other in 
heaps reaching ttio crown ol the arch, and 
oompletely blocking up the tunnel. I'art of 
goods which this train carried consisted of 
cakes of oil and other combustible materials, 
which were to pluy an important part in tbe 
cascastrophe before long. 

Whether it was owing to the consterna- 
tion occasioned by this collision, or to sheer 
neglect, or whether there was not eaflicient 
time to admit of it, no notico was given at 
tliO other end of the tunnel of what had bap» 
pened' Judge, then, ot tho dismay of those 
who had cliargo ol tba two trains which had 
already come to grief, when up oamn a 
Great iVnrtheru train, the Scotch mail train, 
(rimi l!io .Stuvenugi) etid of the luiiiiel, und 
dashed into tho ruins of the capsizi.'d .Midland 
goods train. We rarely see a railnnid aceid" 
ent on the grand scale without having tu 
record some miracalous escapes. So it oc- 
curred io the present oas<( Not only tbe 
driver and fireman of both the other trains 
eceaf ed unhurt, bul lest any furtbur disaster 
should happen, they at once signallod tbe 
nearest stations ou both eideg, and, having 
done that, pruoeoded to look i Iter the guard 
of the first train. Thoy found him in the 
midst ot the ruins of his break, frightfully 
crushed, and quite dead. With him was 
another man, u tireraan on the Motropolitan 
Railway, wbo has since died of bis injuries. 
Tbe guard of the third train was also found 
muob injured about tbe head, bat likely to 
recover. This seems to be tbe extent ol the 
damage to life and limb. It ia bad eaongb, 
but we tremble to think what, under diflerenc 
circumstances, it might have been. 

What now followed oonstitutod tho unex- 
ampled portion of this disaster. When the 
engine of the third tram turned over, the 
burning coal and cindors of its furnaces were 
scattered obout, and boforo long sol fire to 
tbe goods and waggons of the Midland train 
— the second train which had been thrown 
un to toe up line by tbe violence of its col- 
lision with the train whose eDgina had brok- 
en down. As soon as tbe aaiboritiea of the 
line on either side were apprised of what bad 
happened, large bodies of men ware sent to 
the scene of the locident to clean the tunnel. 
Hal by this time the place was filled with 
lire and smoke, and befoio very long thirty- 
six carriages or trucks were in a blaze, and 
wliat witn the heat and smoke, and ttie re- 
peated explosions that wore taking placo, it 
was quite imposaiblo for the luboarers to 
rend' r any assistance. The tunnel, in fact, 
bad become a roaring furnaco, and althougn 
(he air-sbalt was some tifty or sixty feet 
above tho roadway of tho tunnel, flames and 
smoke shot np through it, "together with 
sounds resembling tbe roaring ol a mighty 
oataraot or river." As there was no sup ly 
of water available, nothing could be done but 
to let tho Ure expend itself, and it therefore 
continued to rage throughout the whole o( 
Sunday, and not until six p m. was It siilfie- 
iently reduced to allow anyone to eoter the 
tunnel. About that (imo water und an 
engine weie obtained, aod airangemouts 
were made by which tbe line would be clean- 
ed as speedily as possibly.
